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Let Equalization 
Rate Top Priority 


The Association of County Commis-~ 
sioners of Georgia is to be commended 
for scheduling district-by-district meet- 
ings to explain the advantages of property 
revaluations for tax purposes. 

At the first held Wednesday in Ai- 
bany, officials and citizens were told that 
only revaluation would give all citizens 
equality in taxation and assure indus- 
tries seeking locations of fair tax treat- 
ment. The present system does neither in 
that much property is not taxed at all and 
the high millage rates on unrealistic ap- 
praisals frighten industry. 


The association reports that the num- 
ber of Georgia counties now seeking state 
loans to conduct equalization programs 
has risen to 31. This makes it all the 
more imperative that the Vandiver ad- 
ministration activate this program as soon 
as possible. One of the most constructive 
ideas in decades to help counties help 
themselves, every effort to find the funds 
to get the program going should be made., 
_ There is no more pressing need for the 
state and for local government than to 
overhaul the tax structure. The fact that 
31 counties want to do so proves they now 
are convinced it is in their best interest. 
More and more will join the parade as 
the value of the program is demonstrated. 
The state can do no better service than 
to speed it along.

NATO Remains Key 


To Western Defenses 


In offering France a bigger role in 
NATO, President Kennedy continues his 
efforts to strengthen this alliance which 
he properly considers to be the mainstay 
of Western defenses. President de Gaulle, 
in turn may hdave had his nationalistic 
pride shored up to the extent that he will 
end some of his reluctance to greater 
unity and cooperation. 

The President also is pressing for-—a— 
greater NATO role in world affairs, echo- 
ing acceptance of that principle by the 
alliance’s foreign ministers at their Oslo 
meeting. He wants Western Europe's par- 
ticipation in the struggle against commu- 
nism everywhere, not just along the So- 


' viet borders in Europe. That struggle in- 


volves the survival of freedom in Asia, 
Africa, Latin America as well as Europe. 


Thus President Kenendy is urging a 
united front to resist aggression all over 
the world and pooling of resources in for- 
eign aid and development of backward 
nations. The United States cannot do the 
job alone. 

If from his efforts come a stronger, 
more united NATO, President Kennedy 
will have achieved a major success in for- 
eign policy. Strength of the Atlantic com- 
munity remains the only obstacle to 
Khrushchev’s ambitions to control the 
world.

Yet the first hundred days are gone and a muzzy 
uncertainty persists. Perhaps, as Prof. Eric Goldman suggests, the 
American people are gradually, warily responding because Ken- 
nedy accurately represents that ‘“‘supreme fear of the 1960s, the fear 


of fervor.”’ 


But James MacGregor Burns, the Kennedy biographer, defined 
a nervousness that is more often felt than expressed among Kennedy 
supporters at this stage. Burns said Kennedy carried to the White 
House both ‘bravery and wisdom; whether he would bring passion and 
power would depend on his making a commitment not only of mind, 
but of heart, that until now he has never been required to make.” 

Men who know Kennedy ‘sense the controlled fire in him. It 
showed in his first television debate with Nixon. It illuminated the 
words of his masterful inaugural address. It blazed for a moment in 
his speech following the Cuban invasion failure and lit fires of reso- 


lution across the land. 


Yet he read his second State of the Union message to Congress 
with an offhanded disinterest that made the race for the moon 
sound optional, and up to. somebody else. His painful dislike of senti- 
ment knocked much of the drama out of Cmdr. Alan Shepard's 
triumphant visit to the White House and left the astronaut struggling 
to convey the sense of his own moment. 

Again, it is comforting to know that an unemotional, no-nonsense 
man is representing America in the closed rooms at Paris and 
Vienna. And the application of power without preachment in Ala- 
bama put the handling of civil rights on its most steadfast plan to date. 


But Mr. Kennedy’s ability to shift gears, and rise- also to moments 


of passion and power, is yet to be tested. And the 
uneasy but uncommitted, are yet to be fired.

Cravey, who has feuded with 
Vandiver in the past about fire 
hazards at Milledgeville, sent 
Robinson to Milledgeville Tuesday 
to inspect the 12,000-patient state 
hospital. Robinson submitted his 
report Thursday. 


Robinson recommended imme- 
diate action on a second fire sta- 
tion that would put any building 


; at the hospital within a half-mile 


drive of a fire truck. 
He called for fire patrols in the

‘“‘unsafe’’ buildings that would pro- 
vide a check by hospital attend- 
ants on each floor at least hour- 
ly, punching a time clock as‘ they 
go. 


Robinson also recommended 
that the hospital hire a fire chief 

“experienced in fighting big fires, 
directing evacuations, and lead- 
ing men.” He added: 


“I further recommend that this 
man meet our approval so that 
he may be deputized a Iocal 
state fire marshal to represent 
the Georgia Safety Fire Com- 
mission and report to our office 
regularly.” 


Robinson saiti the hospital fire 
department is well equipped and 
the men well trained. New build- 
ings are being constructed, he re- 
ported, but it will be 12 to 18 
months before patients now in ‘‘un-

Robinson s4aid- the inspectors 
found ‘“‘the combustible buildings 
of the Dupree type" unsafe. These 
‘are a half-dozen or so buildings, 
Robinson , explained, some of 
which are several stories high. 


“We think hospital authorities 
have done their best to’ cooperate 
with us with what tools they have 
been provided by this administra- 
tion,”” said Rebinson’s report to 
Cravey. 


Dr. John Venable, director of 
tthe state Health department, .said 
the hospital will follow as many 
of the fire safety recommenda- 
tions as it can.

NEW YORK (UPI)—Lou Gehrig died 2 years 
ago Friday on June 2, 1941—when most of the 
current New York Yankees still were kids—but 
one of them still remembers him with everlasting 


“T was a kid myself when I first joined the 
Yankees,” recalled Frank Crosetti, now bald and 
50, but still spry and sharp-eyed in his capacity 
as third base coach for the club. 


“You know how Gehrig was, he never liked 
to be around anyone who popped off too loud,” 
Crosetti said. “I never really knew why he took 
a liking to me. Maybe it was because I was so 
scared that I didn’t say a word around the club- 
house. 


“Anyway, he always found little ways to help 
me. If he'd see me getting dressed after a ball 
game, with obviously no place to go, he'd say, 
‘C'mon kid, we'll go out and have dinner to- 
gether.’ ”
